It Might Pay 
To Reseal 
1953 Corn 


URBANA — It looks now as if 


it might pay to reseal 1953 corn, 
says a University of Illinois farm 
economist. 


L. F. Slice says damage to this 


year's com crop from heat and 
drouth in July may cut the supply 
to the point where farmers may 
want to keep control of their stored 
corn for another year. 


Prospects on July 1 were for a 


crop of 3 billion 311 million bushels 
of corn this year, second largest 
on record. Such production would 
have held prices below the loan 
rate for much of the 1954-55 feeding 
season. Slice believes. 


But it won't take much of a cut 


in crop prospects to push to price 
above loan rates, the economist 
says. The reason is that for the 
next feeding season we will need 
about 3.2 billion bushels, which is 
probably more than we will raise 
this fall. And most of the carry- 
over corn crop is already owned 
by or committed to the Commodity 
Credit Corporation. 


If the crop this year is" around 


3 billion bushels, the next feeding 
season will draw more old corn 
out of the carry-over stocks than 
will probably be free of the gov- 
ernment loan program. To do this, 
market prices must go high enough 
this summer to prevent delivery of 
1953 
loan corn or high enough later 


to permit the CCC to sell its corn.

Goes to a 


Tomato Harvest 


By ROGER THOMPSON

There's nothing unusual about tomato raising, 


and irrigation is no novelty, but the combination 
of the two in the Rock River Valley is a rarity. 


This summer E. E. Burnett, who farms on the 


banks of the river north of The Kingdom, has 
operated an irrigation system while raising toma- 
toes for a nationally known soup company. 


The system draws 300 gallons of water from 


the river each minute and sprays it on 25 acres of 
tomato plants. Burnett says he has not been 
troubled with a drought problem this summer, 
.but the irrigation pump was valuable in another 
way. 


• • * 


Tomatoes, when exposed to hot sunshine, "sun- 


burn" in a similar, but more damaging way than 
do humans. To protect the fruit, Burnett used 
the irrigation sprays to feed liquid nitrogen fert- 
ilizer to the plants in an effort to develop more 
foliage to shade the tomatoes. 


The harvest is under way, but it will be several 


weeks before the results of the experiment are 
known. About 20 Mexican farm workers now 
are picking the tomatoes. 


About 68,700 plants were set in the field about 


May 10. Next year Burnett says he plans to 
double the acreage. This year the irrigation 
pump has had to pull water 80 feet from the riv- 
er before sending it into the sprays. Burnett 
says he will have a bulldozer make a road nearer 
the river next year to allow spraying a greater 
area. 


He says river water is ideal for irrigation since 


it is warm, soft and plentiful. Well water, on the 
other hand, is hard and cold. 


To equal one inch of rain, the sprays must op- 


erate for two hours. The irrigation system cost 
$2,000, and is powered by a tractor. The Camp- 
bell Soup Co., Chicago, contracted for the crop 
before it was planted. 


Associated with Burnett in the farm operation 


and ownership are Lee and "Butch" Shoaf, own- 
ers of a Dixon advertising agency.
